WIUST FIX IT UP. 


ARREST OF BRITISH EMBASSY’S 
SECRETARY BAD BREAK. 


By Constitutional and Statutery 
Law, Gurney is Relieved from Legal 
Responsibility, so it Will be for 
Gov. Bates to Straighten Matters 
Out at Lee at Once.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Notice of 
the action of Special Justice Phelps «t 
Lee, Mass.. in fining Hugh Gurney, 
third secretary of the British Em- 
bassy, Was received at the embassy fn 
a telegram from Mr. Raikes, firet se->- 
retary of the embassy, who is at Lenox. 
The department immediately trans- 
mitted “this message, in substance, to 
the Governor of Massachusétis, with 
the request that he do whatever might 
be necessary to secure the diplomatic 
immunity of Mr. Gurney. It is believed 
at the department that the matter may 
be far more serious than reported. 

In the first place, by constitutional 
and statutory laws, the persons ai- 
tached to an embassy dre expreasly re- 
lieved from any legal responsibility, 
and the fication even extends to 
domestic se Section 4063, Re- 
vised Statutes, declares that “dny writ 
prosecuted tm a@fy court of the United 
States or of a Stete, or by any fudge 
and justice Intended to cadse the ar- 
rest and imprisonment of any public 
minister or his servant shall be void.” 

The succeeding section, 4064, Revised 
Statutes, provides that “every person 
by whom any such protest is obtained 
or prosecuted, whether as party of at- 
torney, and every officer concerned in 
its execution, shall be deemed a viola- 
tor of the law of the nations and a dis- 
turber of the public repose, and shall 
be imprisoned for not more than three 
years and fined at the discretion of the 
court.” 

MARYLAND PRECEDENT. 

It will remain for the Governor of 
Massachusetts to take initial action in 
this case, which will require pormpt 
redress. The last important precedent 
occurred in 1898 at the picnic resort of 
Bay Ridge, near Baltimore, when Pr. 
George, an attaché of the Swiss Lega- 
tion at Washington, was arrested by 
a deputy sheriff on the charge of be- 
ing a pickpocket, and was searched 
and otherwise treated in a humiliating 
manner by the local authorities. The 
State Department secured his release 
at an early moment, through the Gov- 
ernor of Maryland, who also causod 
the dismissal of the offending deputy 
and extended an apology for the in+i- 
dent. 

Though the Swiss Minister might 
have pressed further punishment, he 
accepted what had been done as sum- 
cient, but the matter was deemed of 
such importance that he could not give 
thie notice to our government until the 
Swiss Federation Council had formally 
gonsidered the case and expressed jt- 
self satisfied.

Great Britain's Commercial Agent Finds 

Era of Inflated Values is Over 

in America.

Cable.) The report rof Seymour 
Bell, commiercial agent of Great Britain 
In the United States, on the trade of: 
the United States for 1903-1904, was |s- 
sued today, After pointing out the de- 
crease in imports, it says: 

“In part of the vear the climax of an 
almost unparalleled period of prospor- 
ity was reached and values were fore>d 
up to their extreme limits. Speculation 
was enormous, and the overextension 
of business led eventually to a cur- 
tallment of credit. More securities 
were thrown on ‘the country than |. 
was able to absorb. A natural reac- 
tion set in and a contraction of buyi- 
ness immediately took place. Large 
orders were canceled and a period of 
comparative quiet commenced. The 
country requires time to rest and pre. 
cuperate, and the gambler has had time 
to forget this period of inflated prics 
and excessive speculation.” 

Many manufacturers, says Bell, who 
neglected their business almost to galn 
fabulous fortunes in Wall street, have 
now returned to their factories, He 
adds: 

“At the present time it would be 
exceedingly difficult to float a company 
of any size. The investing public will 
require considerable time to forget 
their heavy losses during the late in- 
dustrial boom. How long this period 
of recuperation will last depends large. 
ly upon the size of the crops. The 
present indications do not point to a 
long period of low prices.” 

The dumping of tron and steel, Relj 
}aiso says, has decreased, and has in- 
creased the cost of manufacture In a 
large extent. He adds: 

“It has been suggested in several 
quarters that the dumping was sus- 
pended for political reasons, the object 
being to stifle any agitation with ref- 
erence to tariff questions.”

TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL CON.- 
VENTION OPENS. 


Many Foreign Lawyers Attend. 
Alaskan Boundary Case and Other 
Vexed Questions May be Touched 
Upon—Address by President Hager - 
man—General Council Chosen.

ST. LOUIS, Sept. 26.—The largest 
and most representative gathering in 
the history of the American Bar Asso- 
clation marked the opening session of 
the twenty-seyenth annual convention 
of the association, which convened to- 
day. Among the 600 members of the 
association who were in attendance, 
together with the many,foreign dele- 
gates to the Universal Congress of 
Lawyers and Jurists, are Associate 
Justice Brewer of the United States 
Supreme Court; Hon. John W. Foster, 
State, and Sir 
Willlam Kennedy, Chief Justice of the 
High Court of England. The crowded 
balicony of visilors evinced the wide- 
spread interest taken in the meeting. 


During the convention, which con- 
tinves unti) Wednesday noon, when the 
Universal Congress of Lawyers and 


Jurists will assemble under the aus- 
pices of the association, it is expected 
that several important discussions wil! 
arise, 
“The Alaska boundary case." 

Of the several committee reports, 
which will aitract particular attention, 
the report of the Commercial Commit. 
tee is most frequently mentioned. 
This is due to the fact that at the 1903 
meeting this report was the center of 


controversy, and it is understood that, 
relative t6 certain points at issue, a 
satisfactory setilement was not 
reached. 


The meeting was called to order by 
James Hagerman of St. Louis, pres- 
dent of the association. Addresses of 
welcome were made by President 
Francis of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, President John D. Lawson 
of the Missouri Bar Association, ana 
Presidemt Kijeine of the Bar Assocla-

President Hager- 
man then read his address. He said, 
in part: 

“Since the last meeting of this asso- 
ciation, regular sessions of some of the 


legislatures of the States have beer 
held, namely, Georgia, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Loulisiand, Mississippi, Mary 


land, Massachusetts. New Jersey, Nev 
York, Ohio, Rhode Island, South Car- 
Olina and Virginia. In Oregon there 
has been held a special session, and the 
people of Oregon, under the initiative 


and referendum clause of their nif 


stitution, have passed certain legis 
tive acts. 

“The Philippine Commission, a com- 
posite body paiginally created by the 
President of the nited States, as 
commander-in-chief on the army and 
navy, and subsequently confirmed by 
Congress, exercising full legislative 
powers, has enacted many laws gov- 
erning the people of the Philippine 
Isiands. The secon@ session of tne 
Fifty-eig hth Congress of the Untea 
States, commencing December 7, Inst 
year, and terminating April 30 of this 
year, an unusually short period for 
the long session, has been held ana 
passed into history. 

“Congress has passed one very im- 
portant act, of far-reaching conse- 
quence, to regulate shipping in trade 
between ports of the United States and 
ports or places in the Philippine archi- 
pelago, and between ports or places in 
the Philippines. In my judgment, the 
need of the times is that the mandate 
should go forth to the American peo- 
ple, and the judgment of their bench 
and bar, that Territories can only, be 
permanently held by the United States 
upon the condition that the residents 
and inhabitants shal! be citizens of the 
United States, and that there shall be 
no tariff laws between such Territories 
and the States of the Union, but ali 
shall be within that zone of free trade, 
which has heretofore included our 
States and Territories. 

“In the light of such mandate, and 
with a knowledge of the conditions 
which it exacts, the American people 
may intelligently decide what territory 
is to be permanently retained. I am 
not one of those who think it is abso- 
lutely essential that Territories of the 
Tnited States should be admitted to 
Statehood, for I belleve that under our 
system Territories can be governed as 
such in harmony with our republican- 
democratic constitutional principles. 
The point which I emphasize is, and it 
seems to me that the ultimate judgment 
of the lawyers of the country will en- 
force it, that the inhabitants of our Tef- 
ritories must be entitled to United 
States citizenship, and they must have 
free and unvexed trade relations with 
us. Otherwise, there will be a depar- 
ture from methods and 
principles which will be revolutionary 
in their nature, and lead us to an Im- 
perialism which is inconsistent with 
republican-democratic institutions,” 

Following the president's address, the 
election of officers and the reports of 
the secretary, treasurer and Executive 
Committee were in order. 

The discussion of a paper presented 
by J. M. Dickinson of Chicago on “The 
Boundary Case,” concluded 
the day's ses#ion. 


The report of the secretary showed 


that during the past year, forty-eight 


members have been added to the asse- 
ciation, making a total membership of 
1862. 


The report of Treasurer F. BE. Wad- 
ham of Albany.

The fact that 
9000 union men willingly returned to 
work for the big harvester company, 
ender a cut of 10 to 20 per cent. in 
wages, is admited to presage the dis- 
ruption of their unions. 

That a grave crisis is felt in labor- 
gnion affairs seems to be certain from 
the failure of the stockyards, ma- 
chinists’ and garment workers’ 
sirikes. All these walkouts have re- 
sulted disastrously for the unions. In 
sddition to this, the following com- 
panies have reduced their wage scales 
and established the “open shop:” In- 
land Steel Company, Iilinois Steel 
Company, Republic Iron and Steel 
Company and concerns in the Chicago 
Metal Trades Association.

CHICAGO, Sept. 26.—Nine  thous- 
and men returned to work without 
enion regulations of any sort today, 
when the three Chicago branches of 
the International Harvester Works 
and the Pullman Company reopened 
their shops after a shut-down of two 
weeks. The men not only returned 
to their former places as individuals. 
Sut they agreed to reductions in pay 
of 10 to 20 per cent. 

Before the shut-down, the Interna- 
tional Harvester Works recognized 
the labor wnions, but with *the an- 
Bouncement of a resumption of work 
today came the statement that the 
company would not renew its agree- 
ment with the trades unions and tha’ 
the plants would be operated on a 
basis of 57% hours per week instead 
of 64, with no increase in wages. The 
men accepted the ultimatum of the 
company without any serious manifes- 
tation of discontent, and ali the other 
employés who could obtain work ac- 
cepted the new regulations. 

The case of the employés of the Pull- 
Man company is different from that 
of the Harvester company, !nasmuch as 
the Pullman company has ignored al! 
trades unions since th? strike in their 
plant in 1894. The Puliman company 
announced today that it would reopen 
its shops, but at a wage reduction of 
10 to 20 per cen’. 

Less than two thousand workers 
Were given their former positions, but 
these men will'ngly accepted the de- 
crease in pay and several thousand of 
the former employés left the yards of 
the Company tonight bitterly disap- 
pointed because they could not return 
to work, even at the reduction in 
Wages. It is the intentic: of the Pull- 
man company to have its plant in full 
operation by next Monday. Work was 
Tesumed today only in the car-repair 
shops.

RUSSIAN ARMY REORGANIZATION 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. %2%.—({By 
Atlantic Cable.) The reorganixation 
of Russia's forces in the Far East by 
the appointment of General Grippen- 
berg to command the second army 
has been received with much satis- 
faction by the press. Even the Novoe 
Vremya, which has been urging the 
promotion of Geu. Kouropatkin to the 
rank of commander-in-chief, recog- 
niges the impossibility of confiding the 
vast host now to be assembied to the 
commander of the forces actually in 
the fleld. 

Other papers warmly endorse the 
motives for the formation of the sec- 
oud army end the evident determina- 
tion to prosecute the war with in- 
creased vigor. The Sviet, whose editor, 
M. Kamaroff, formerly was a colonel 
in-the army, says: 

“Hitherto General Kouropatkin has 
been chief of all the land forces in 
the East. Although enjoying the full- 
est independence, as a matter of fact 
rhe was appointed in the character of 
the Viceroy’s assistant. Nevertheless, 
all the responsibility was Now 
he will Share, it with Gen. Grippen- 
berg, and both will be under the guid- 
ance of the commander-in-chief.”

Icvitch, inspector general of cavalry,

MORTON OPENS 
HIS CAMPAIGN. 


Reviews Legislative Career of 
James McLachlan. 


Tells What He Would do if 
Elected to Congress. 


Municipal Candidates Busy. 
Kern Playing Safe. 


W. Ona Morton, the Democratic can- 
didate fog Congress in the Seventh 
California District, made his début on 
the stump last evening at a Democratic 
rally held in Elks Hall. Judged by 
his maiden speech, Mr. Morton would 
hardly set the Potomac River afire 
with his oratory, if he should chance 
to go to Washington, any more than 
his opponent, Congressman McLach- 
lan, has, 

But Morton pledges himself, if given 
the opportunity, to accomplish more 
for ‘his constituents in one term than 
McLachlan has in the three terms shat 
he has warmed a seat in the national 
House of Representatives. 

Morton devoted a large portion of 
hia speech last night to exploiting the 
short-comings of McLachlan as a Con- 
gressman. He summed up the achieve- 
ments of the Pasadena statesman dur- 
ing his six years’ membership of the 
House as the passage of three private 
pension bills, at a cost of $30,000 paid 
him as falary in that time, to say noth- 
ing of his draw-downs for mileage and 
other perquisites. 

“I pledge you, if elected, I will se- 
cure the passage of at least aix private 
pension bills, at half the’ cost,” de- 
clared Candidate Morton, which sally 
was greeted with a round of applause. 

Morton said McLachian’s long suit 
was the introduction of bills, mosty 
of a private nature and of no public 
interest, which rarely were reported 
back to the House from committe. At 
the last session all he did besides in- 
troducing 160 bills, 140 of which he in- 
troduced in one batch, was to vote 
and draw his salary. 

It was true, Morton admitted, that 
McLachlan had introduced three or foyr 
bille looking to the erection of 
adequate postoffice buliding in Los An- 
geles, but nothing ever came of them. 
McLachlan’s claim that he secured the 
passage of a bill at the last session 
authorizing the purchase of the Dow- 
ney Block site and the erection of a 
million-dollar building upon it was 
ridiculous. It was Senator Bard who 
introduced that bill, and to Senators 
Bard, Perkins and John G. Mott be- 
Jong the principal credit for securing 
ite enactment, although he would not 
deny that McLachlan assisted some- 
what in getting it through the FAouse. 

Reference to Senator Bard's effective 
work In behalf of a magnificent Fed- 
eral building for Los Angeles was 
loudly applauded. 

The loudest and longest continued 
applause of the meeting was evoked 
when Mr. Morton eulogized the late 
Senator Stephen M. White and ex- 
tolled the work which he did for San 
Pedro Harbor, credit for which, he said 
McLachlan was now trying to appro- 
priate. Morton disputed that McLach- 
lan ever did any effective work for the 
free harbor at San Pedro 

In pleading for re#lection, McLachlan 
had said that he should be retained be- 
cause new Congressman would be 
without influence at the capital. About 
all the recognition he himself had re- 
ceived during his first term wae to be 
placed on the Committee on Accoustics 
and Ventilation, and the only action 
that committee ever took was to stretch 
Wires acros# the Hall of Representa- 
tives to improve its accoustic properties. 


Morton denied that McLachlan ever 
served on that commiitee. “His asser- 
tion that he was a member of that 


committee is either due to the fact that 
he has forgotten to what commitiees he 
belonged, or that he was so ignorant 
that he never found out where he was 
at.” declared Morton. 

“He never introduced a measure that 
benefited the fruit growers of Southern 
California,” continued -the would-be 
Congressman, but he promised if given 
McLachian's place, to introduce a Dill 
to enlarge and modify the powers of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
so that body coyld regulate freight rates 
on fruit shipments. to the end that the 
fruit growers could derive some profits 
from their industry. He would also in- 
troduce a measure to create a tribunal 
which might be called a “commerce 
court,” and which would be a court 
of last resort in all transportation mat- 
ters. 

A considerable portion of Morton's 
speech was devoted to discussion of na- 
tional issues, especially the tariff and 
trust questions. He announced himself 
as in accord with the Democratic party 
for the reform of the tariff law. so as to 
take the duties off all trust-made arti- 
cles, and commodities used and con- 
sumed by the common people, but at 
the same time taxing all luxuries used 
by the rich. He railed at the protective 
tariff, but when it came to California 
fruits, nuts and wines, he wanted it un- 
derstood tifat he was a protectionist. 

“Nuts, grapes and wines are luxuries, 
and as such ought to be taxed, and if I 
go to Congress I will vote to have a 
heavy duty placed upon them. In do- 
ing 80, I shall have the backing of my 
entire party, but whether I have it or 
not, I shall represent the people of my 
district first, and my party second,” ex- 
claimed the remarkable tariff reformer. 
“So long as I faithfully serve my peo- 
ple.” said “Morton in conclusion, “it 
makes little difference to what party I 


belong. I believe the interests of this 
country demand a patriotism that rises 
above party lines and party affilia- 
tions.” 


A. ©. Harper presided over the meet- 
ing, and Col. Tom CC. Thornton. jin a 
neat speech introduced the speaker of 
the evening, paying him a high compll- 
ment as a young man of ability and 
thorough integrity and honesty, which 
ie worth more than all else in politica. 
Mayor Snyder, Judge Trask. Hon. 
Thomas L. Winder and several other 
prominent Democrats occupied seats on 
the platform. The hall was about two- 
thirds filled. A number of ladies were 
present. There was a general lack of 
enthusiasm, except when Morton was 
reviewing the legislative career of Con- 
gressman McLachlan.

These 
dispatches were not only cola and eg- 
‘gressive, they were impudent. Russie 
‘was hopelessly beaten in advance, and 
‘her resistance was not worth consider- 
ing. It was only a matter of a few days 
\when she should be compelled to seek 
@ humiliating peace, with the loss of 
jall her Pacific possessions. The reader 
‘knows how far these prophecies have 
-been fulfilled—and again a review of 
“the real situation at the seat of war 
becomes necessary. [For his facts the 
writer has drawn upon Russian official 
feports as published in St. Petersburg 
papers received here by him.—Ed. 
‘Times. 

The battle of Liao Yang was fought. 
and the Russian army has retreated to 
Mukden, forty miles north, without the 
loss of a single gun or any prisoners. 


enemy only upon this condition: As 
soon as the numbers are equal, flanking 
operations become more dangerous to 
the attackers than to the attackei. 
And there is every reason to believe 
that very soon Kouropatkin’s army 
will at last equal that of the Japanese, 
who so far have been able to baffle all 
calculations as to their possible num- 
bers. The whole of their field army on 
a war footing, about 400,000, is at pres- 
ent in Manchuria. European and 
American war critics figured that they 
must and will leave about one-fourth of 
it at home, but, having complete com- 
mand of the sea, and taking advantage 
of the geographical features of the field 
of war to their last extreme, they did 
what no European country would dare 
to do—they brought practically all 
their field forces to the seat of war, and 
the Russian army is stil] outnumbered 
at all points, while Japan itself is prac- 
tically bare of any troops except ter- 
ritorial reserves. However, since the 
battle of Liao Yang, where Kouropat- 
kin had six corps—the F'rst, Second, 
Third, and Fourth Siberian and the 
Tenth and Seventeenth European—he 
has been reinforced by the Fifth Sibe-

On the con- 
trary, the information of the Rugsian 
public is fully as complete as our own 
here, and even more complete. But 
the official Russtan reports of the bat- 
tle of Liao Yang, as related to us 
every day during the battle by the As- 
sociated Press, do not correspond with 
those published by the Russian papers 
just received by me. On the very day 
we were told by the Associated Press 
here that Kouropatkin reporvea a toss 
of 200 guns and the cutting off of the 
First Siberian Corps under Gen. Siakel- 
berg, the Russian papers puotished an 
Official dispatch which mentions no 


loss of guns and states that “the brave 
regiments of the First Corps crossed 
the river and are successfully checking 
the advance of Kuroki'’s army.” The 
Russian officiel description of the ten 
days’ battle. as reported in these dis- 
patches of Gen. Kouropatkin to the 
Emperor, is strikingly different from 
the one we have had from the Asso- 
ciated Press as such, and the real offi- 
cial version certainly appears to be 
more connected and a truer description 
of-the incidents of the battle, as we 
now know them to have been, so far 
as the real results of the battle are 
concerned. 


Even the most rabid English Japo- 
philes admit that the defense of Port 
Arthur has already no paralie! in the 
war history of the world. The Russian 
garrison there can have but a very re- 
mote hope of succor. The Baltic fleet 
is still at Libau, and Kouropatkin is 
still acting on the defensive. 

Personally, I do not think for a mo- 
ment that winter will stop the active 
campaigning; | believe the Russian 
army will take the offensive as soon 


erty will follow for the long-suffering 
Russian people. 

I must admit that a smal! fraction 
of the radical party of Russia itseif 
shares that view and is doing its best 
to hinder the g@vernment in every pos- 
sible wey. But the great liberal pariy 
and the great majority of the radicals 
do not agree with that view. and be- 
lieve it to be a hopeless dream. Ruzs- 
sia of today cannot be compared to 
France in 1870. While the Franco- 
Prussian Wer was forced by Napoleon 
III solely to strengthen himself and his 
dynasty on the throne of France, this 
war was forced by Japan in order to 
check most vital Russian interests in 
the Far East. 

Any fair-minded American, and espe- 
cially the citizens of our Pacifi€ Coast, 
ought to recognize those interests 
What would this country do, and could 
it develop as it has during the last half 
century, if the harbors of San Fran- 
cisco and Puget Sound were in foreign 
hands, and these United States should 
be contented with Juneau and Skag- 
way”?

He has already done more than any- 
body has ever done in the long war 
history of the world in like circum- 
stances. It is true, he hes a strong 
fortress and a Russian garrison—but 
he has to deal with an enemy many 
times outnumbering him and imbued 
with Oriental fanaticiém. Japanese 
losses before Port Arthur comprise al- 
ready @ large army—over 50,000 men. 
No European or American general 
would dare to take such risks, to make 
such sacrifices of human life. They 
are unique, and prove most conclu- 
ajvely what the Russian ‘armies in 
Manchuria have to conténd with. It is 
not a conflict of one white army with 
another white army—it is a conflict of 
Cancasian with Oriental, of Christian 
with heathen—a conflict with forces 
which many centuries ago invaded and 
repeatedly conquered the whole of Eu- 
rope. Russia once more, as in the 
thirteenth century,’ has to’ shield the 
western world from barbarians. As the 
war progresses, Japan's allies can see 
for themselves what a terrible force 
they have awakened, what awful con- 
sequences for the whole western civil- 
ization may be the results of that con- 
flict. 

The battle of Liao Yang has estab- 
lished new records of endurance for a 
white army on the field of battle. 
Port Arthur's garrison has to make 
such records with every new assault. 
The Russian forces are not fighting or- 
dinary foes——-they a@re fighting a yel- 
low race, entirely different in character 
from the white race.

THREE CENTURIES OLD. 


Gift of a Mother to Her Son, Handed 
Down Through Nine 
Generations. 
[Indianapolis Yellow with 
age, yet held together firmly by its 
strong calfskin bindings, “The Grate 
Rooke.” which was printed in England 
more than three centuries ago, was 
exhibited to the descendants of John 
Cory and his brothers at the family 
reunion held in the Cory grove, near 
Oakiandon, Thursday. The book, which 
is a priceless heirloom in the fainily, 
has passed down through nine gener- 
ations, and is now the property of 
James FE. Cory of ePnnsylivania, who at 
the recent reunion was re#lected pres- 

ident of the Cory organization. 

The history of the “Grate Booke” 
has been traced back as far as 1611, 
when the family records show that 
John Cory'a mother gave the Bible 
to her son as she wished him God 
speed when he left his home in Scot- 
land to try his fortune in America. 


John Cory landed at or near Boston 
soon after the coming of the May- 
flower. 


For a while he lived at New Lon- 
don, Ct., where he was married. H>» 
afterward crossed Long Island Sound 
and for a short time lived at Souwth- 
ampton, where the records show that 
on March 7, 1644, he was made whale 
commissioner for tne district of 
Southampton. He died at Hashamo- 
mack, L. L. In 1685, leaving four sons 


and two daughters. 

When John Cory died he willed the 
Bible to hia son, Elnathan. Thus the 
book has been handeddown through nine 
generations, and the time-worn Bible 
that was exhibited in the grove near 
Oaklandon Thursday bids fair to re- 
main. a family heirloom for many 
years to come. It has about 500 leaves 
of English parchment of pages §x1?, 
and it is printed in old English type 
in the spelling of that age. It wags 
published in 1603. 

About 306 descendants of the young 
man who first received the book with 
his mother’s blessing as he left to set 
sail for an unknown land, gathered 
on Thursday in the old Cory grove, 
where the old volume was an object 
of reverence. They came from vari- 
ous parts of the United States, repre- 
scentatives being present from Penn- 
syivania, Alabama. California, Ohio 
and Indiana.

Money Question. 


A Dangerous Policy—Judge “Par- 
ker on the Stump—cAn Absurd Is- 
sue— No Duty Shirked— The 


in Favor ef Peace. 


Is President Roosevelt in favor of 
peace? The answer to this is to be 
found im every utterance of the Pres- 
dent and in every declaration which ne 
has made of a public and semi-public 
nature. No more outrageous charge 
could be made against President 
Roosevelt than that of the Democrats 
that he is in favor of a military policy 
and would commit this country to a 
great armament. There is not a 
single act or suggestion in his whole 
career that justifies such a conclusion, 
but on the contrary everything to show 
that he is opposed to an excessive 
army and navy. What President 
Roosevelt has advocated, and what 
every good citizen believes to be neces. 
sary, is a ngvy and an army which 
will be adequate in an emergency and 
will be always prepared for whatever 
demands may be made upon it. Does 
anybody question the wisdom or expe- 
diency of this? We do not think so. 
We believe, on the contrary, that 
every citizen who thinks on the sup- 
ject at all is of the opinion that this 
great nation should do al! it can to 
protect itself against a foreign foe and 
to make itself secure from attack from 
whatever source it might come. That 
is the absolutely legitimate policy Of a 
nation and the failure to do it is in- 
excusable. 

It has been the policy of the Repub- 
lican party, from the very beginning 
of its existence, to take care of all the 
Interests that were exposed to a for- 
eign foe. The finest tribute pald to 
President Roosevelt is that of a lead- 
ing French statesman conspicuous for 
his work in the cause of internationa! 
peace, in which he says that better 
than anyone the present Chief Execu- 
tive of the United States has contrib- 
uted to the cause of international 
peace. No greater encomium could be 
uttered in behalf of the Chief Execu- 
tive of this republic than this of the 
man who is at the very head of the 
parliamentary union of peace and ar- 


A Dangerous Policy. 


Three years ago President McKinley 
was struck down by an assussin. The 
Was profoundly shocked, but 

maintained its poise. The routine of 
government was undisturbed. There 
was resolute determination in every 
loyal heart that effective means must 
be employed to check or destroy 
anarchy. 

Incidentally the people were chast- 
ened. The asperities of politics looked 
ugly at the time of national bereave- 
ment. Men of all parties frankly de- 
plored those methods of politica! at- 
tack that feed the passions of the law- 
less. Politics was not held responsi- 
ble for MeKinley's death, but politicat 
misrepresentation was justly regarded 
as contributory to the spread of dan- 
gerous forms of socialism. Bishop 
Doane of Albany, in his memorabie 
address, said: 

“Thé@ habit of rude and reckless crit- 
iciam of our public men, se common 
as to be almost universal, sows seeds 
which tesue in harvests the sower never 
meant.” 

The office of Chief Magistrate passed 
from McKinley to Roosevelt. Pres- 
dent Roosevelt has faithfully observed 
the established policies of his predr- 
cessor, and has been conspicuously 
able, courageous and progressive in 
meeting new issues. He has not per- 
formed a single act that should cause 


| distrust of his motive or his capacity. 


Yet his opponents, striving for polit- 
ical advantage by fair means or foui, 
have questioned the safety of the Pres- 
ident; they have held him up as a 
violator of the Constitution, as a wor- 
shiper of the war god and as a danger 
to the established order of the govern- 
ment. 

This malicious line of attack suggests 
a strange forgetfulness of the tragic 
lesson of three years ago. it does not 
deceive the intelligent, but it appeais 
to the oy of the irresponsi- 
ble and arouses the passions of the 
enemies of all government. It is u 
dangerous political policy. It is de- 
plorable, even according to the loose 
ethics of politics, for it Is unwarrant- 
ed and unjust; but it is reprehen- 
sible in the extreme in the light of the 
vicious tendency it enforces—a _ tend-

THIBET’S TEA TIPPLERS. 


They Dilute Their Favorite Beverage 
With Salt, Seda and Gutter ~ 
Before Drinking. 


[Outing:] Tea ferms one, of the 
principal articles of  ¢ommerce 
throughout Thibet and Mongolia, The 
native is miserable without it and 
when it cannot be obtained, is will- 
ing to cheat himself by varous expedi- 
ents, such as boiling dried onlon-heads 
herbs, or even an infusion of chips of 
wood in water, in erder that he may 
not be at least without a suggestion 
of his faverite beverage. The tea im- 
ported from China s pressed into. 
small oblong-shaped bricks, made uv 
Into cases of nine bricks, securely sewn 
in rawhide, and not only is dt used 
as a beverage, but in fact forms « 
staple of curfency as negotiable as_ 
Bank of England notes or American 
paper currency. 

The native method of preparing this 
delicacy is not appetiazing, The tea is 
first ground to a fine powder by vig- 
orously pounding It in a morter until 
no spiints of wood or other impurities 
are visible to the eye; KH is them put 
into the kettle, when the. wator ia 
hot, te boll ten or fifteen minutes, 
By way of giving .increased favor, 
salt or soda is added, and, this part 
of the operation being completed, the 
all-important business of drinking it 
commences. The family being gathered 
around the fire of yak-dung, In order 
that the atmosphere, as the painters 
would say, should not be lacking, each 
cne draws from some hidden recess 
In the folds of his voluminous sheep- 
skin cout a little wooden bowl, and, 
with a stisfaction which must be seen 
to be appreciated, fille his private disr 
with the liquid. Alb this, however, te 
by way of preliminary. " 

From a skin full ef butter, placed 
within eonventent Tange, each perse:: 
takes a piece of oleaginous compound 
and lets it melt into his bow! of 
steaming tea. Then, oh joy, oh -rap- 
tore, with furtive gusto he drawe ibe 
nectar to his lips and “‘heaver § is 
opened unto him.”

Striking Innovation for the 
Local High School. 


Committee of Student Body 
Does the Governing. 


First Step in Plan Taken. 
Commercial at it, 


To quail, terrified, before a merciless 
little maiden in blue, a jaded youth 
from the Latin class and the center 
rush on the football team, will perhaps 
be the fate of bad boys In the High 
School henceforth. 

Yesterday, the first step was taken to- 
ward placing the whole discipline of the | 
big school in the hands of the students 
themselves. 

By this sweeping step, the faculty of 
the High School will give over the en- 
tire police end of the business into the 
hands of the boys and girls and confine 
themselves to the teaching. 

Discipline will be enforced and of- 
fenders will be punished by a commit- 
tee of the pupils not only for offenses 
committed on the grounds and about 
the corridors, but even in the class 
rooms. 

Whoever is elected chairman of that 
new self-government league will be dis- 
tinctly IT. Lt will pay to cultivate his 
if he is «@ 

‘The first preparatory meeting was 
held yesterday. No details yet. 

The scheme has already been quietly 
put in operation at the Commercial 
High School. Hecreant youth are there 
led before the studenis committee every 
Wednesday ani Friday afternoon. 

“And, gee, but they do stick it iIntoa 
feller,” remarked one of the youths 
who had his; he remarked rue- 
fully. 
PUPILS VOTE “YES.” 

The idea originated with Principal 
Francis, of the Commercial High School, 
He asked the pupils to vote whether or 
not they wanted sel{f-governmeni; they 


voted yes. 

The court was organized with one 
committeeman from each class, and 
three additional members from the 


senior class. The classes elected their 
own representatives. 

When one of the worst boys In schoo!) 
was elected, sardonically, by one of the 
classes, the faculty accepted him with- 
out a sign of consternation. He in- 
Stantly braced himself up, and turned 
out to be one of the most efficient 
members of the committee. 

The first boy who misbehaved him- 
self in a class room after the court or- 
ganized was sent down to Principal! 
Francis. To the relief of the young 
man, the head of the school merely 
wrote out the facts of the charge 
against him, and referred him to the 
(government Committee for treatment. 

The youth was filled with joy: a load 
was lifted from his heart. He thought 
the committee would be a “regular 
pudding.” 

NOT 80 EASY. 

The next day the committee met. 
The boy went before !t. The head of 
the school knew not what transpired 
there. Pretty soon the boy came out, 
somewhat apprehensive, but grinning. 
He carried a note. it was from the 
committee; it said: “We can do noth- 
ing with Mr. We refer him back 
to you.’ 

Mr. 


Francis said to the grinning 
youth: “I can't do anything for ywu. 
Unless you can manage to square 
yourself with that committee some- 
how, you will be sent to the €ity Su- 
perintendent of Schools."’ 

Vanish the grin. The 
man sneaked back to 
humbly; pretty soon a note came out 
to say that the committee was satis- 
fied with his actions. 

He was sentenced to apologize to the 
class teachers.

“STUDENT-BODY” BRANCH. 

The Good Government League is to 
be a branch of a greater organization 
te be known as “Student Body.” This 
will incorporate and manage the ath- 
letics, musical societies, etc.; in fact, 
regulate the whole of the schoo! life 
outside of studies. 

It is the plan to collect 50 cents 
from each member of the body toward 
starting out the various athletic teams 
and meeting other school expenses that 
come outside of the regular work. The 
athletic teams will be able to reim- 
burse the treasury for this money, 
which is for the purchase of uniforms, 
etc., by the gate receipts of the games 
during the season, 

These teams will be under the direct 
supervision of the Athletic Associa- 
tion, Which is one of the branches of 
the Siudent Body, 

The purpose of the whole idea ts toe 
the students the helpful responsi. 
bilities of self-government and at the 
same time to put the affairs of the big 
school, which has 1500 pupils on the 
hooks, on a systematic basis. It is as 
large as a village and is felt to require 
something like the organization of one.

Winter Flood W ater. 


Thousands of ‘Arid ‘Acres to 
be Made Fruitfal. 


A reservoir 640 acres [n extent and’ 
holding enough water to cover 10,000 
acres of land with water to the depth 
This is the irrigation project 
on foot to bring the rose-bloom te 
miles of dry land In the San Gabriel 
Valley lying west of and adjacent te 
San Dimas. 

The revived scheme was started as 
long as fifteen years ago by Moses L. 
Wicks, the “father of San Dimas,” but 
abandoned on account of the prohibi- 
tive price demanded for some of the 
land needed to carry it to @ su -cess- 
ful conclusion. Mr. Wicks has always 
kept it in mind, however, and now that 
the land owners are cisposed to be 
more reasonable, and the need of such 
a weter storage and distributing plant 
are more manifest than ever, he and 
other capitalists are about to carry the 
plan through. 

And it is not chimerical. Competent 
engineers have pronounced it entirely, 
feasible from a physical standpoint, 
the only question as to its ultimate 
fruition being the raising of the money 
necessary to do the work. Large capi- 
tal is required to carry out such an 
undertaking, but it now seems probable 
that the funds are available, and that 
Wicks and his associates will sovn. 
begin active construction work on tis,’ 
one of the most gigantic irrigatoa 
projects in Southern California. 

NATURAL RESERVOIR. 

In the San José Hillis, a few miles. 
south of the town of San Dimas, is a; 
natural reservoir, about 640 scres m 
extent. This tract of land is surrownd-' 
ed by hills. with the exception of a 
narrow neck, which can easily be closed. 
with an embankment sufficient to Lola)’ 
behind it, a volume of water that would 
cover a tract of 10,000 acres one 
deep. 

The dam being bullt, the next ques- 
tion would be to fill the reservoir with’ 
water. The San José Hills being prav' 
tically dry, there are no springs among! 
them to feed so large a reservoir, 
the storm water from the hills, if ail| 
of it could be diverted into this recep-. 
tacle. would scarcely be sufficient to 
fill it. The higher mountaics to the) 
nerth of San Dimas muaet theref.e be 
looked to for the proposed wac*r sup- 


ply. 
CONSERVE STORM WATER. 

During the winter months of avere- 
age Wetness, enormous quantittes of. 
water run to waste out of the San 
Dimas Cafion. The plan of Wtees and 
associates [tc to conserve this sto 
water by conducting It by canals an 
pipes from the mouth of the eafion to; 
the proposed reservoir in the San Joaé 
Hilis. miles distant. 

Nor is dependence on the water sup- 
ply to be lin.jced to the flood water, 
of San Dimry Cafion alone. Beyond: 
the head of San Dimas Cafion, and 
tributary te the San Gabriel River, ts 
Cattle Cafion, which carries an. enor- 
mous volume during the rainy season 
and after the snows melt on the San 
Gabriel Mountains. By constructing a 
tunnel half ai mile long, the storm 
waters from Catile Cafion can be fl- 
verted to San Ditmas Cafion,. and part 
of Wicks’s reservolr project is to bulld 
tunnel and thus Inerease the 
flow of water In San Dimas Cafion,’ 
and conduct the combined winter, flow 
e reservoir in the San José Hills 
for use on the adjacent 
dry tand« durf?r the summer months, 

LAND AVATLABLE. 
In order to_get control of the pro-

rosed reservoir site, it will be necessary 


for the projectors to buy part, or all, 
Walker tract of 1000 acres,

IMPORTANT UNDERTAKING. 

The great importance of this undete- 
taking can best ve realized when it is 
remembered that the land between 
Azusa and San Dimas is knownas dry 
land. Practically all the water for the 
orvhards of Covina, Glendora and 
Charter Oak ts pumped from the wells 
ef San Dimas, La Verne and Lords- 
burg, the-orchardists of Covina and 
Giencora having®™ to pay a very big 
price for their water as compared with 
the price paid by the orchardists of 
La Vernc.. 

With the establisiment of this res- 
ervoir, not only would Covina and the 
neighboring country be able to get 
cheaper water, but thousands of acres 
ret now under cultivation would be 
cenverted into fruitful orchards. 

For the past two years the De- 
rartment of the Interior has had a 
number of experts connected with the 
United States Geological Survey. in the 
field throughout Southern California. 
These men have made periodical visits 
tu the wells of certain sections and 
noted the conditions existing. These 
netes have been tabulated and will be 
published by the department in the 
near future. These reports show that 
the water in maay wells is gradually 
getting farther and farther from the 
surface. In one case where formerly 
200 inches of water were being pumped 
from a well, with the water thirty feet 
f-om the surface, today only thirty 
inches are pumped and the water is 
“00 feet from the surface With an 
abundance of rain this coming winter 
these conditions would be improved, 
but the storage of the winter flood 
water is a problem that interests every

OCCIDENTAL PARK. 
NEW BOULEVARD PROJECT. 


Granting a petition from property 
owners living on and adjacent to Oc- 
cidental boulevard, the Council yester- 
day afternoon voted to accept that 
thorovenhfare as a part of the city park 
system. to protect it from the en- 
croachments of telephone and lighting 
vandals and to improve and.care for 
a 20-foot section in the center of the 
sireet. exiending from First street to 
Sixth street as a part of the city park 
domain. 

Park Commissioner Jones presented 
a recommendation from the park board 
that the Council accept Occidental 
boulevard, when properly improved, 
and turn it over to the care of the 
park department. He said that the 
street is 120 feet In width, and that a 
sirip twenty feet In width and a half 
a mile in length had been reserved to 
be set out in trees and palms and 
otherwise beautified, according to the 
ideas of the department.

Palms Off Worthless Stock, Bogus 
Mortgage and Valueless Bonds on 
Los Angeles Man Whe Learns 
About Fraud Teo Late—Leundry- 
man's Daughter Can't Sue Papa. 


An extraordinary swindling trangac- 
tion was unfolded before Judge Alien 
yerterday wherein A. Runnels, erst- 
while real estate operator in thie city. 
and who is now doing a term in the 


vas made to appear as the main- 
spring and chief manip $iator. 

The action was brought by Anna I. 
Like. and A. I. Like againet James 
Ku‘ledge, J. H. Henderson and C. A. 
Runnels, to have a certain deed to lands 
in San Benito and Monterey counties 
canceled. Runels is in prison, Hender- 
son is supposed to be a myth, and the 
brunt of the suit fell upon Rutledge, 
who, it appears, was selected by Run- 
els as an “easy mark” and a man of 
confiding disporition. 

Rutledge hase resided here since 1893, 
and it was in the fall of 1902 that the 
t-enmaction that has just been adjudl- 
catel hed its inception. Runels called 
upon Rutledge and explained that he 
wanted to raise some money for a cll- 
ent of his on property In Riverside 
county. Rutledge was reluctant, but 
Runels represented the security as be- 
ing so good, and said that he could 
tring along a man who had previously 
held possession of the same property, 
and could consequently epeak a® to its 
value, that Rutledge said in that case 
he might consider it. Sure enough, Run. 
els did bring along a man who told 
FKiutledge all about the property and 
satisfied him as to its being good for 
the amount of the loan. The only thing 
wrong Was that the plece of property 
Runel's reference was talking about 
was not the plece being offered in 
mortgage. And Rutledge did not quick- 


up about $1200 in that deal, 

A few days later Runels again went 
into Rutledge’s office and asked for a 
loan of $125 on certain Riverside bonds. 
They were water bonds, and Runelis 
said he didn’t know the market price 
right then, but they were selling about 
the same as other water bonds at Riv. 
erside. Rutledge was going to be sure, 
so he telegraphed to the office of the 
water company that had been referred 
to, and discovered that the bonds of 
that company were selling at $50, and 
hard to get at that, Thereupon Rut- 
ledge assumed that the bonds offered, 
and that belonged (to another company, 
rust be gilt-edged security, and he put 
vp the $125. 

This was too easy for Runnels. It 
was like finding money. Two days later 
ihe was again at Rutledge’s elbow with 
a bunch of Arkansas gold bonds upon 
which he wanted to borrow $250, 
got it, too, for Rutledge was satisfied 
with the superficial investigation that 
he made and cenfidingly handed over 
the money to the real estate manipu- 
lator. 

Im time Rutledge discovered that he 
had been victimised by Runeis. The 
latter had paid back $60 on the $125 
loan, prebably as a sop to prove that 

18 were food, Out the exposé 
came so as to discount the effect of 
this move, if it were so intended. 
“The Arkansas gcld bonds were found 

to be just so much waste paper, as 
| they had all been called In years ago. 
| The Riverside water bonds, too, were 
not worth anything, for they had been 
lcanceled for non-payment of assess- 
ments long before. Last, and im- 
| portant of all, Rutledge discovered that 
‘the Riverside mortgage waen't what 
|he thought it by a long way. He went 

to Runels and told him he must make

Soon after this demand had heen 
made by Rutledge, the real estate mar 
called upon him and explained that a 
Mr. Like had property in San Benlto 
aud Monterey counties that he would 
transfer in satisfaction of the matter 
at issue between them. Rutledge went 
| to Like and asked him if it was so, and 
the latter sald that he had a deal with 
that land pending just at that time, 
but if it did. not “go through” he 
|; ould be willing to do as Runels had 
promised, 
| There was a lapse of a little time, 
,end then Runels went to Rutledge with 
& deed to the northern property made 
ity Like to Rutledge. But the latter 
|rame appeared to cover an erasure, 
| 


aud Rutledge's attorney declined to ap- 
prove the deed. Like made a new deed, 
and so far all appeared correct avec 
straightforward. But in the meantime 
Punels had been playing Like against 
utledge. He went to Like, and, poring 
las the agent of a mar. named Connwl- 
ly. who wanted to trade Ohio property 
for property in California, showed an 
abstract of tithe, which turned out to 
te fictitious, 

Like, on the strength of the abstract, 
and also the representytions ty 
Runels, made the deed to the nort'.ern 
lands, and the understanding was that 
this deed was to be put in escrow with 
a local abstract company. The com- 
many, however, refused, as none of the 
lands were in this county, and then it 
Was agreed that the deed should be 
deposited with a real estate man named 
Hiawley. The deal was being held up 
pending the arrival from the Fast of 
Lecessary papers as the property there 
had changed from Connolly to a man 
ramed Henderson—so it was represent. 
ed—and finally Runels went to Like 
with a written order from Henderson 
to Mr. Like instructing him to make 
the deed to his northern lands to Rut- 
ledge. Like did so, and that accountcd 
for Connolly's name being erased and 
that of Rutledge being inserted. That 
wound up the matter so far as Like 
vas concerned. 

To Rutledge it seemed quite natural 
thar Like should come to the aasist- 
ance of Runefs in trying to square the 
matter in which Runels had , layed 
bom so badly. This for the reasor that 
be discovered that a man named Me- 
Caray, Who had been acting as a go- 
between with Runels and himeelf, was 
really a brother-in-law of Like’s. He 
jumped to the conclusion that Mre«.

A MURDERER? 


BARTENDER GIVES DAMAGING 
NEW TESTIMONY. 

Only One Witness Testifies for 
Carter—Thief Who Took a Dead 
Man's Shoes in Jail is Sent Back 
to Jail—Fined for Beating a News- 

boy. 


The “complete vindication’ given

Carter when he killed a peon at River 
Station was not warranted to wear 
well, 

Yesterday he was examined before 
Justice Austin on a charge of murder, 
and was locked in the County Jail last 
night without ball. The court held his 
attorneys failed to make‘out with suf- 
ficient clearness that José Hernandez 
had a knife when he was shot by 
Carter. | 

The blackest cloud on Carter's hort- 
zon is a bartender named Nick Mica- 
roli, who was almost an eyewitness to 
the killing. He was the star witness 
for the prosecution. 

Micaroll said he was on his way 
home from hie saloon in the Pico 
House and stopped at a tamale stand 
near River Station. Hernandez. an- 
other Mexican and a barber named 
Velasco were eating at the stand. 

Carter, who had been drinking, came 
up and began punching the Mexicans 
and abusing them. The Mexicans paid 
no attention to him. 

Later two other Mexicans came up 
and Carter went with a friend of his 
to fight these last two Mexicans on u 
vacant lot. 


Rut they didn't fi@aht there. after all, 
Carter came back, saying: “He has « 
knife.”

Officer MeCaulley testified that he 
was 200 feet away from the scene of 
the shoeting. As he came up the 
Mexican lay on the ground. Carter 
handed him a pistol, saying that he 
had shot the anan.. A lantern was 
brought and he saw a knife lying by 
the Mexican's side. 

Ben Coultas, an engineer, testified 
that he saw the knife lying at the 
Mexicah's side in the lantern light. 

The only witness for the defense was 
a man named Calloway. 

He sald he saw Carter backing away 
from three Mexicans, one of whom 
was Hernandez. He saw a gieam in 
the Mexican’'s hand. Carter drew a 
gun, backed two or three paces more, 
then fired. 

Carter became itmmersed in gloom 
when he heard the judge's order holda- 
ing him over without bail. , 

He was defended by Attorneys Rey- 
mert & McKenna.

COURT TO -PASS ON PATENT. 

Judge Wellborn in the Federal Court 
yesterday denied the motion of defend- 
ant to dismiss the suit by the Califor- 
nia Dustless Roads Company against 
the city of Redlands on the “oiled 
roads" patent.

UDGE PARKER'S ACCEPTANCE. 


Judge Alton B. Parker's letter ac- 
cepting the Democratic nomination for 
President, is a rather prosy produc- 


tion, and rather perfunctory in its gen- 
eral tenor. It is not the call of a 
leader. It is, rather, the deprecating 
ery of an unwilling soldier (we do not 
Say cowardly.) forced into battle 
against his personal desires and incli- 
Nations. “I have put aside congenial! 
work,” he deciares, “to which | had 
expected to devote my life, in order to 
arsume, as best I can, the responsibili- 
ties your convention put on me.” Una- 
der these circumstances he invokes, and 
is entitled to receive, “the cordial co- 
operation and generous asaistance of 
every man who believes that a change 
of measures and of men at this time 
would be wise. The—issues are 
joined,” be adds, “and the people must 
render the verdict.” To this, Republi- 
cans will respond: “All is well. We 
gre content to abide by the verdict.” 
It is not the purpose of this article to 


‘discuss in detail the issues as presented 


‘by Judge Parker’s letter of acceptance. 
‘To do so would fill too much space. 
‘The questions which he raises will be 
jtaken up, one by one, in latter issues, 
“mand their merits will be discussed.

Parker would be glad to know just 
why he is so tenaciously supporting the 
gold standard in 1904, when hé voted 
‘for free and unlimited silver coinage 
in 1896, and again in 1900. 

On the so-called question of “im- 
perialism,” Judge Parker “comes out 
trong.” He has a horrible vision of 
“the man on horsebeck,” in the form 
of “a determined, ambitious, and able 
Executive, unmindfu! of constitutional! 
‘limitations end fired with a lust of 
power,” grasping the reins of govern- 
ment and turning otr grand republic 
into a wretched despotism, witn the 
‘spurred and booted heel of the despot 
finally pressed down upon the quiver- 
‘ing necks of a helpless people. The 
funniest thing about this nightmare 
iborror is that our owm Rooseve!li—the 
personification of the highest demo- 
cratic ideals, and the truest of pa- 
triots—is the prototype and ‘he reali- 
ligation of Judge Parker's terrible des- 
pot, who is to trample the Constitution 
into the dust. It is to laugh. 

_ Judge Parker tries very hard to 
‘make it appear that “projection is rob- 
‘bery,” and that protection should be 
gradually withdrawn from American 
industries. This, he thinks, could be 
accomplished “without disturbing busi- 
fiess conditions.” In this opinion he 
shows how limited is his knowledge of 
the subject. Even the slightest 
changes in tariff schedules affect busi- 
mess conditions in a marked manner. 
The sweeping’ reductions which Judge 
‘Parker and his supporters would :erm 


“gradual” would be as disastrous to 


business’ as was the administration of 
Grover Cleveland, from 1892 to 1896, 
when the beneficent effects of the Mc- 
‘Kinley tariff were nullified, the resuit- 
ing paralysis of industry being sup- 
plemented by the Wilson-Gorman tar- 
$f, the effects of which were 6o dis- 
astrous.

A 
wise conclusion. “A Danijel come to 
judgment—yea, a Daniel!” 

Judge Parker boldly accepts the 
President's chailenge and declares 
that if elected he will revoke Order No. 
78, which gives half pensions to yvete- 
rans over 62 years old, and full pen- 
sions to those 70 years old or more. 
He says he will, if elected, try to get 
a law enacted definitely fixing an age 
limit for pensions; but he carefully re- 
frains from stating the age at which 
he would place the limit. Probably at 
75 years, as did Grover Cleveland. It 
is not in the least probable that Judge 
Parker will ever have an opportunity 
to revoke Order No. 78. 

Of course, Judge Parker harps upon 
government “extravagance.” but he 
does not go into details as to how. 
waen aad where he would make tke 
recuctior« of expenditure. Details cf 
this sort are repugnapi to the average 
Democrat who yawps about govern- 
mentai “extravagance.” Judge Parker. 
like many others of his party, seems 
to be unaware of the fact that the na- 
tion is crowing. 

Republicans and Democrats alike 
should read Judge Parker's letter care- 
iuliy. It will strengthen the faith of 
Republicans, and it will weeken the 
faith of those who contemplate sup- 
porting the Esopian sage. 


OME RUSSIAN PROBLEMS. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, formerly 
Governor-General of Vilna, who has 
been appointed to the post of Russian 
Minister of the Interior, recently 
granted an interview to a newspaper 
correspondent, in’ which the Prince 
threw some strong sidelights upon the 
Russian government, its purposes and 
methcds. The office of Minister of the 
Interior is, of course, a highly impor- 
tant and responsible position, and 
Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky stated at the 
very beginning of the interview that he 
had not underestimated the grave re- 
sponsibilities and great difficulties that 
confront him on assuming the portfolio 
of the Interior. The post had to deal, 
he said, “with the most important 
problems of a gigantic empire, 
problems which touched the life and 
well-being of more than one hundred 
million persons.” He declared his in- 
tention, however, to enter upon his 
new duiies .wihh a hopeful spirit and 
a firm determination to perform his 
task according to the light given him. 

This is, indeed, the spirit in which 
all public Officialsyshould enter upon 
their duties. Further on in the inter- 
view, the Prince expressed views which 
will doubtless prove quite a surprise to 
those who have been accustomed to re- 
gard the Russian government aé a des- 
potism which has no regard for the 
welfare of the people. The Prince de- 
chared that while he had as yet no very 
definite programme—having not yet 
entered upon his duties as Minister 
of the Interior—he had “some well-de- 
fined ideas, all of which have the same 
objective, namely, the welfare of the 
people. If 1 can be seid to have a 
programme,” he continued, “that is it 
in a few words.” 

Having served as Governor of three 
provinces, the Prince has acquired an 
intimate acquaintanceship with the 
people, and knows their needs and 
conditions, all of which will be of in- 
valuable help to him in administering 
the higher o‘ice of Minister of the In- 
terior—a position in which he will be 


required to formulate policies rather 


than to execute them. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky has been 
a student of the Russian people all his 
life. and has a keen realization of the

last. All we can do is to keep defi- 
nitely in view our ultimate aims, and 
meet and better conditions as we can. 
We must discharge our duty to the 
present, and leave our work a heri- 
tage to posterity, which must look 
after the future.” 

The Prince speaks with some doubt 
as to the condition of the Russian em- 
pire a century hence, but declares that 
a constitution for Russia under pres- 
ent conditions !s an impossibility. 
But there is such a thing as local self- 
government, as exemplified in zeem- 
stvos, and he believes that eventually 
“they will give the people what they 
want.” 

Admitting that the Jewish question 
is one of great importance, the Prince 
expresses an earnest desire to give the 
Jews of Russia “larger opportuhities 
for life and work.” In closing the in- 
terview, the Prince said: | - 

“Generally speaking, without going 
further into detail, | may say the Em- 
peror’s manifesto of 1903 represents the 
platform upon which I enter upon the 
Ministry of the Interior. It is a lofty, 
noble vonception of liberty. Con- 
science and decentralization are its ba- 
sic principles. If interpreted in a lib- 
eral spirit, we should have tranquillity, 
progress and development in the inte- 
rior of Russia.” 

These are patriotic declarations. The 
future of Russia will be safe if the de- 
tails of its government be intrusted to 
men of high intelligence and patriot- 
ism, such as Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky 
is shown to be ‘by the foregoing ex- 
tracts from his utterances.

Judge Parker's letter of acceptance, 
and then place Theodore Roosevelt's 
letter beside it.

The play at the Burbank this week 
must be noted as the personal triumph 
of Thomas. Oberle. 

“The Taming of Helen,” a mild fizzle 
When Henry Miller produced it here jast 
Season, is redeemed by this actor's art 
into a captivating study of human na- 
ture according to Richard Harding 
Da vis. 

Last year's cool reception, however, 
was not due to the bad interpretation 
of Henry Miller, who is a consummate 
artist. A cOmbiuation of circumstances 
~the restraint which (wo co-stars gave 
to the rather ordinary support which 
backed them up, the unconvincing 
physical appearance of the young wom- 
man who took the rele of Helen Cabot, 
the awkward dramatization—made the 
fastidious Mason audience look askance 
and ask themselves why they weren't 
satisfied with the reading of “The Lion 
and the Unicorn’’—the name of Davis's 
exceedingly clever siory. 

Technically speaking, “Helen” is a 
bad play. its action drags in places 
and in spote goes too fast. There is no 
apparem trial for cilmacteric effect. 
Uniess it's well done, the “taming” —of 
the audience—will be completed in the 
firet act. 

Sunday night, however, with Gould tn 
the California Hospital, and a houseful 
of people Walling to be amused, the im- 
pending defeat needed a Bilucher to the 
rescue. Oberle wars the saving grace, 
and the rest of the company-—every 
man and weman of them—responded to 
the stimulus of necesalty with admir- 
able vigor. 

It is hard to see how any actor fa- 
miliar to us here could have made a 
better Philip than Oberle. It is quite a 
cep to bridge in a day—from traditional 
“heavy” te leading actor—but Oberle 
did it successfully, with but forty-eight 
hours for preparation. 

In his work there is a subtlety, a fin- 
ish of detall that is charming. If there 
is a gesture, a peculiar intonation, and 
inflection of a phrase, one sees behind 
it a real artistic reason. The way is 
Oberile’s own Way, an original method 
that scorns conventionality, and the 
binding ties of custom. Then, too, it is 
a natural way. 

Miss Gardner ably seconded the lead- 
ing man, in her part of Marion Caven- 
dish. in the last act she appears in 
knee breeches--an entrance which was 
awaited with great expectation by the 
curious. To describe her playing, one 
must say the same things that have 
Héen said about her for three months: 
Delightfully sincere, spontaneous, 
merry, winsome. It is good to see a 
woman who, week after week, can put 
so much “go” and dash Into her char- 
acterizations, without any let-down of 
the apparent enthusiasm. ; 

Elsie Exmond plays Helen Cabot, and 
gives simple and convincing life to the 
character. She is not the statuesque 
Christy girl that Davis evidently had in 
mind when he wrote his short story, 
but because sne is petite and gentle- 
voiced, does not detract from her pleas- 
ing fascination. 

There are some very {nappropriate as- 
signments by the stage manager, one 
being especially noticeable. Dainty lit- 
tle Ethel Hepburn is cast for the bold, 
showy part of the shady Mrs. Evian, a 
woman of years and decided experience. 
This little girl in the role is as con- 
Vincing as the lamb} that tried to be a 
lion.

A Railroad Coach Built for the Mexi- 
can Monarch but Never Used 
by Him. 


[Mexican Herald:] A special car that 
Stands u.cder the train sheds of the 
Mexican KRailWay, may, under the new 
Mahagement, sometime find iis way to 
the national museum and be given a 
piace beside the famous couch of Max'- 
millan. Today the car is known simply 
as Special No. 500, and on casionally it ts 
Sent out on the road tu do service like 
any other car ownéd by the company, 
but that car was planned and bui: 
for the use of an Emperor, lt was 
built for Emperor Maxim!!ian, but the 
monarch. never livéd to ride im it. It 
arrived here more 4Mhan a year before 
the dethroned Emp*tror was executed. 
bul those days were tov stormy to war- 
rant the taking of any pleasure ride 
in what was then the mos: palatial ea, 
in Mexico. On the reé@stablishment of 
the republic it was used by the counr- 
try’s ruler, but that ruler wae Juarez, 
the man who contested with Maxi- 
millan the right to rule this country 
and who afterward signed the death 
warrant of the royal usurper. 

At the time of the accession of Max!- 
milian to the throne of Mexico the 
Mexican railway had been just com- 
pleted and was the only railroad in the 
country. Determined to live In a 
manner befitting a monarch, Maxi- 
milian decided that he must have . 
private car anl the officials of the 
Mexican railway, ful y alive to the op- 
portunities offered in carrying no- 
tion's ruler over its {rack. olacéed the 
order for the car.

DAYS, ALONE. 


DUNKARD ELDER. 
Tropico Patriarch, Stricken at His 
Little Cottage, Lies Forty-eight 
Hours Unattended—Not Till a Day 
Later Did He Recover Enough to 
Barely Speak. 


TROPICO, Sept. 26.—Moaning in the 
last stages of intense physical suffer- 
ing as he passed through the valley of 
the shadow of death, lies Christian 
Wine, elder in the Dunkard Church 
and a patriarch of the sect. 

The end approaches after an expe- 
rience which has aroused the deenest 
sympathy of the community which he 
has loved well and in which he has 
labored faithfully. 

A week ago today Elder Wine, who 
was living alone in a little cottage on 
Ninth street a half mile northeast of 
the postoffice, was preparing his noon- 
day meal when he was completely 
stricken with\paralysis. 

For forty-eight hours the good man 
lay alone and helpless while no one in 
the community suspected his sorry 
plight. 

It was not till Wednesday that a 
neighbor, Mr. Mackey, who had had 
an arrangement with Wine concern- 
ing the sale of the property, visited 
the cottage in company with a Los 
Angeles man who had come to Troptco 
to view it. 

The helpless old preacher waa re- 
moved to the home of Aaron Wolfe. 
It was not till the following day thar 
he was sufficiently restored so he could 
speak, and then he could only utter 
a faint “no” or “yes and make the 
merest nod. 

Two phhsicians were working over 
the old man most of the day yester- 
day. A brother, John Wine of Covina, 
is with him. The patient is suffering 
exceedingly and his death is believed 
to be a question of only a few hours.
